Mr. Wolf, who 
was a first lieutenant and assistant 
staff Judge advocate with headquar­ 
ters, United States Air Forces in 
Europe, has accepted a p sitio n as 
a War departm ent attorney with 
Air Forces Headquarters in Europe 
Wolf, last of Gettysburg’s atto r­ 
neys to be discharged 
from the 
service, completed fifty-seven months 
of active service, having been in­ 
ducted in June. 1942 In December. 
1942. he was promoted to sergeant 
at Kessler Field Mississippi, where 
for thirty-one m onths he was chief 
investigator for the Pr vost M ar­ 
shal. On March 9. 1945, hp went 
overseas as an investigator 
with 
Military Intelligence He was assign­ 
ed to the Staff Judge Advocates 
Office at Headquarters. 
Base 
Air 
Depot, United Kingdom, on August 
I, 1945, and on September 18. 1945. 
was commissioned and made assist­ 
ant staff judge advocate, which as­ 
signment he held dntil May 26. 
1946. when he was made assistant 
staff jddge advocate with Headquar­ 
ters U S Air Forces in Europe 
Prosecuted Big Cases 
During Mr. Wolf’s assignments 
With the Judge Advocate's office in 
the United Kingdom and in Europe, 
he prosecuted, as trial judge advo­ 
cate, thirty-six general courts-m ar­ 
tial cases, all of which resulted in 
convictions. The cases included two 
of the longest Air Corps trials in 
the European theater, one ten weeks 
in London in 1946. and another eight 
weeks in Paris in 1946. The latter 
case was one of the Air Force's big­ 
gest smuggling cases, involving con­ 
spiracies by officers to fly diamonds, 
gold and perfume from the Middle 
East to France. 
Pre-trial investigations of these 
cases and the trial of them took 
Lieutenant Wolf over most of Europe, 
North Africa and the Middle East, 
for a total of over 12.000 miles of 
air travel. 
Following the expiration of his 
civilian employment with the army. 
Mr. Wolf will re-open his law offices 
in Gettysburg, which he closed in 
June, 1942

Both are more far-reaching than 
anyone at this time perhaps can 
I tell. But together they show the 
| mood of Congress 
at 
home 
and 
abroad. 
The two are: 
I. A bill to give $400,000,000 iii aid 
to Oreece and Turkey. 
2 A bill to restrict labor unions. 
From what has happened with 
those bills so far it is clear Congress 
is determined to stop the spread of 
communism abroad and to curb 
I unions here. 
Tile Sena te passed the Greek- 
Turkish aid bill yesterday. Now it 
shuttles over to the House for a 
vntg 
Tile House will approve President 
Truman, who asked for the bill, will 
sign it into law. 
Last week the House approved a 
labor bill, the toughest In history. 
And today the Senate was to start, 
debate on a labor bill, also very 
tough. 
Truman May Veto 
But when Mr. Truman gets the 
finished labor bill he may try to kill 
it with a veto. It will be tougher 
than the one he wanted. 
(Congress could pass it Into law 
over hts veto with a 
two-thirds 
vote). 
But take a look at the two bills 
and what the future may hold lf 
both become law. 
The aid to Greece and Turkey— 
money and arms—starts this coun­ 
try on a new policy in foreign af­ 
fairs. 
It throws us into the internal 
doings of at least two European 
nations. 
Tile purpose: to stop the spread 
of communism in Europe. 
But once we start with Greece 
and Turkey, we may have to go on 
giving similar help to other coun­ 
tries which ask help against com­ 
munism. 
No one knows where that may 
lend us. or whether eventually it 
will mean war with Russia. 
No End In Sight 
So with the aid to Greece 
and 
Turkey we start a program but can't 
tell how It will end. 
The Senate apparently thought 
this was a chance necessary to take 
so long as communism could be 
stopped. 
As to the labor bill— 
The congressmen who voted for i 
this bill said strong measures are j 
necessary to put some curbs on la­ 
bor union activities. 
Enemies of the bill talked this 
way: 
It goes so far that it will, In 
effect, smash unions. They predict­ 
ed the result would be chaos in this 
country. 
• This is said in reference to the 
House bill, which Is tougher than 
the Senate version. 
Severest In History 
• But the finished bill, when the 
Senate gets through, will still be 
the most severe labor bill in his­ 
tory ). 
So here again with the labor bill 
—as in the case of the Greek-Turk­ 
ish ald bill—no one in Congress 
confidently can predict the outcome. 
There s a good chance that, if Mr. 
Truman vetoes the labor bill. Con­ 
gress can’t get up the necessary 
two-thirds vote to make it law any­ 
way. 
In that case this present Con­ 
gress may wind up tile year without 
having passed any labor laws. 
But the AFL isn t taking any 
chances. It's going to spend $1,500.- 
000 on advertising 
to try to de­ 
feat the bill 
by raising a storm 
against it.

DIES SUDDENLY 


Garrison. N.

Lewis E. Lawes. 63. who for 21 years 
was warden at Sing Sing prison at 
Ossining. N. Y., and was one of 
the nations outstanding authorities 
on prison problems, died early today 
at his home here. 
Lawes had been seriously ill for 
IO days. He died of a cerebral hem- 
morrhage at 1:30 a. in. at his home 
Beverly House Farms, at this Hud­ 
son river community. He had retired 
from his post at Sing Sing July 16, 
1941. 
Mrs. Elsie Chisholm Lawes, his 
widow, and two of Lawes’ three 
daughters by his first wife. Mrs. 
Joan Jacobson of Garrison and Mrs. 
Crystal Douvarjo cf Ossining, were 
with him when he died. The th ird ,1 
Mrs. Kathleen Miller, was on her 
way here from her home in St. Louis 
His first wife. Mrs. Kathryn Stanley 
Lawes, died in 1937. He remarried 
two years later. 
While warden at the "Big House" 
at Ossining, Lawes virtually rebuilt 
the prison and instituted many nov­ 
elties such as football games be­ 
tween the prisoners and outside 
teams.
